Teen who built benches

O n the Sunday afternoon of Little 
League opening weekend, they were 
standing up and cheering at St.John’s 
Field even though there wasn’t a game on.

Cohen asks council to reconsider 
special police retirement age

Mayor Richard Cohen is ask¬ 
ing the Agawam City Council to 
come back to him with a revised 
version of a resolution seek¬ 
ing special legislation allowing 
members of the Agawam special 
police to work until age 70. 

Last week, the council de¬ 
feated a resolution proposed by 
the mayor that would allow spe¬ 
cial police, who are fully sworn 
police officers used part-time by 
Agawam as needed, to continue 
working until past age 65, the 
state mandatory retirement age. 

The measure was defeated 
7-4, with councilors against it 



citing public safety, state law 
and the fact the officers would 
continue to be fully sworn and 
not limited to simple duties like 
traffic enforcement on road con¬ 
struction details. 

Cohen addressed many of the 
criticisms in the legislation in a 
letter to the council sent out last 
week. 

He agrees with Councilor 
Gina Letellier, who said age is not 
a proper measure of physical and 
mental fitness. He said all special 
officers between ages 65 and 70 
and would be required to take 
physicals that would test their 
mental and physical aptitude. No 
officer is not fit for duty would be 
allowed to work, he said. 

Officers past age 65 must also 



work limited hours, he said. 

Both Cohen and Police Chief 
Eric Gillis says there is ambiguity 
in the state laws regarding age 
of police officers. They said the 
Massachusetts law specifically 
requires full-time officers who 
are “paying into the state retire¬ 
ment system” to retire once they 
are 65 years old. 

Council President Christo¬ 
pher Johnson said last week he 
could not reconcile the fact that 
Agawam would require full-time 
police officers to retire at 65, but 
Special Police could remain. 

Cohen offered a solution. 

“A full-time officer who retires 
could come back as a member of 
the special police,” Cohen said.

Mayor wants more 
cops to handle 
traffic from casino 

Proposed budget a 3.7% hike over this year’s

The fiscal year 2016 budget 
was released by the mayor’s of¬ 
fice earlier this week and is ex¬ 
pected to head to the Agawam 
City Council’s agenda next week, 
with budget meetings scheduled 
to be held within the council’s 
next two regular meetings. 

Mayor Richard Cohen is ask¬ 
ing for a 3.7 percent increase 
in the overall budget, which 
includes the schools. Much of 
the budget increases are due to 
contractual salary and step in¬ 
creases for teachers and town 
employees. The unions all nego¬ 
tiated last year for a 1.5 percent 
pay increase. 

One of the few new items, 
Cohen said, is five new police of¬ 
ficers for the Agawam Police De¬ 
partment. 

It is believed the new police 
officers will eliminate some over¬ 


time, and address an upcoming 
need for the town. 

“In speaking with the chief 
of police, we realize that we are 
in need of more police officers 
to be in town because of the ca¬ 
sino coming in the next couple 
of years,” said Cohen. “We need 
these officers to help with the 
additional traffic and influx of 
people in the area.” 

The number of police officers 
in Agawam would remain less 
than in neighboring West Spring- 
field. Though the two towns have 
similar populations, there are 
approximately 60 full-time po¬ 
lice officers in West Springfield. 
Adding five officers to the roster 
would give Agawam 45 full-time 
police officers. 

With the MGM Springfield 
casino yet to be built, Cohen be¬ 
lieves bringing the officers into 
the fold now will allow them to 
go through the police academy

Neighbors question proposed 
drive-through businesses

North Westfield Street resi¬ 
dents are concerned about the 
possibility of two drive-through 
businesses being located near their 
properties following a proposal by 
developer Ralph DePalma. 

DePalma has cleared land 
next to the Pride gas station on 
North Westfield Street. Architect 
Rob Levesque of R. Levesque As¬ 
sociates says DePalma wishes to 


create three buildings at the lo¬ 
cation. Two of them, planned at 
2,500 and 2,800 square feet, would 
have drive-through windows. 

“One will be a restaurant and 
one will be a credit union,” said 
Levesque. 

The third building proposed 
will be a 6,020 square foot medi¬ 
cal office or urgent care facility. 
The lot on which all three build¬ 
ings would be built encompasses 
2.8 acres.

Also at their May 12 meeting, members 
of the Agawam clergy discussed plans to 
bring “Say Something,” a multimedia as¬ 
sembly about child trafficking and exploi¬ 
tation, to Agawam High School in the fall. 
William Pass, pastor of the Church of Re¬ 
demption, said the program is powerful 
and comprehensive, even providing some 
counseling support. 

“This is a real issue,” said Pass. “It’s a real 
problem worldwide. We just want to teach 
the students to say something.’” 

It costs $5,000, but $4,000 will be cov¬ 


ered by Holy Week collections at Bethany 
Assembly of God, according to Executive 
Pastor Timothy Reed. The other churches 
in town will try to raise the remaining 
$ 1 , 000 . 

Pass said the school superintendent and 
School Committee are excited about bring¬ 
ing the assembly to Agawam. He said Say 
Something would present daytime assem¬ 
blies to high school students, but would 
also run a program in the evening so that 
parents and other community members 
could attend.

Eastertime generosity is feeding the 
needy and keeping children safe. 

Members of the Agawam Clergy Asso¬ 
ciation presented the Parish Cupboard on 
Tuesday with an $888 donation to spend 
on the organization’s food pantry and free 
meal programs on Main Street in West 
Springfield. The money comes from col¬ 
lections at the interfaith group’s daily Holy 
Week services last month. 

Martha Tighe, executive director of the 
Parish Cupboard, said the money will be 
appreciated. Food donations drop off in the 
summer, she said, but the need increases 
for families with children who will now be 
home from school all day. 

“In the summertime, those children may 
not be getting their free lunch and break¬ 
fast,” she said. 

The Parish Cupboard’s food pantry helps 
180-200 families from both Agawam and 
West Springfield, said Tighe. Though the 
pantry is not far from a bus stop, Tighe said 
she knows some of her clients walk all the 
way down Memorial Avenue from across 
the bridge in Agawam — and then walk all 
the way back, carrying bags of food. 

Half of the money will be spent on the 
Parish Cupboard’s meal program, which 
serves lunch five days a 
week. Tighe said the home¬ 
less population of the two 
towns depends upon this 
service, with 30-45 clients 
on a typical day. That makes 
for cramped quarters in a 
dining room that only seats 
15, said Tighe, but when 
she asks them about larger 
soup kitchens, they say they 
prefer the smaller scale and 
personal touch at the West 
Side site. 
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North Street on town’s 
summer roadwork plan

It may seem like warm weather just arrived, but the first 
round of road construction season in Agawam is already 
over, with resurfacing projects on Maynard and Poplar 
streets now complete. 

Road construction season will begin in earnest in July, 
said Public Works Superintendent Christopher Golba, with 
work on two major roads in Feeding Hills and a few smaller 
streets around town. 

Work on North Westfield Street will complete the water 
main installation that began last year. Golba said the new 
main is already in use, providing Agawam with a connec¬ 
tion to the Springfield water system now that the primary 
transmission line across the town has been shut down for 
reconstruction. 

Also in Feeding Hills, North Street Extension and 6,000 
feet of North Street will be resurfaced by Palmer Paving 
this year, to complement the portion of North Street that 
was repaved a few years ago. The full length of North Street 
Extension is projected to cost $204,000; the North Street 
portion, which extends from North Westfield Street to Col- 
emore Street, $270,000. 

The town will also contract to resurface the length of 
Colemore Street, $92,000; the length of Provin Mountain 
Drive, $100,000; and Century Street, $34,000. The exact 
dates of each project will depend upon Palmer Paving, 
which does roadwork in several towns. 

Golba said the town could take on additional projects 
at the end of the season. 

“We have a list of streets, but were kind of at the mercy 
of the paving company,” Golba said. “Usually we wait until 
the end of the season to see what time they have left, see 
what projects we can fit in.” 

The roadwork will be funded in part by $122,000 re¬ 
ceived from the state pothole fund — formally the Win¬ 
ter Recovery Assistance Program, a $30 million plan an¬ 
nounced earlier this year. The town also has funds left 
over from this year’s Chapter 90 state aid, and is slated to 
receive $800,000 more when fiscal 2016 begins on July 1. 
Chapter 90 is the state’s annual grant to cities and towns 
for local road projects. 

The leftover Chapter 90 money funded the two projects 
already completed, 1,700 feet of Maynard Street, about 
$63,000, and 2,100 feet of Poplar Street between Garden 
and Mill streets, about $75,000. Because the Chapter 90 
money is tied to a specific fiscal year, those projects had to 
be completed before June 30 of this year, and the money for 
the remaining projects is not available until July 1. 

Work also continues on the water transmission pipe¬ 
line connecting Provin Mountain with the city of Spring- 
field. That six-mile-long project began last fall in Feeding 
Hills, and will force Agawam roads in its path to close tem¬ 
porarily as it proceeds past Springfield and Line streets, 
Lancaster Drive, Cooper, Suffield and Main streets. The 
Springfield Water and Sewer Commission, not the town of 
Agawam, is supervising that project. 
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Gala Sunday to combat rare condition 

Rett Syndrome takes its toll on families as well as their daughters

Mention the word Rett in public and most won’t turn 
their heads. A young woman capable only of moans and 
shrieks, who wrings her hands and is possibly bound to a 
wheelchair, will capture attention, but for the wrong rea¬ 
sons. 

Rett syndrome, caused by a non-inherited mutation 
of the MECP2 gene along the X chromosome, is rare. Ac¬ 
cording to the National Institute of Health, roughly one 
in every 10,000 to 15,000 girls born worldwide will have 
Rett. Since boys have only one X chromosome, most with 
the mutation die after birth. It is named after Dr. Andreas 
Rett who described the condition in 1966. It wasn’t until 
1983, when a second article was published, that Rett was 
recognized. 

Compounding matters is that the symptoms are strik¬ 
ingly similar to cerebral palsy and autism, which are the 
most common misdiagnoses. 

Since Rett girls are incapable of caring and communi¬ 
cating for themselves, it becomes a full-time job to look af¬ 
ter a single child, which can strain relationships with any 
other children in the home as well as with the parents. 

While Rett may be rare, there is a strong and tight-knit, 
supportive community within Western Massachusetts 
determined to fight back against genetics and give their 
daughters normal lives. 

On Sunday, May 17, they are hosting a Reverse Rett 
Gala at Crestview Country Club in Agawam beginning at 
6:30 p.m. featuring cocktails, dinner and an auction. Pro¬ 
ceeds from the event benefit the Rett Syndrome Research 
Trust. 

Several of the families recently gathered at Jessica’s 
Boundless Playground, an all-inclusive playground named 
after Jessica Martins, a Belchertown woman with Rett syn¬ 
drome who passed away in 2009 following complications 
with the H1N1 virus. 

“We’re hoping the money will help find a cure,” event 
co-chair Maggie Wurm of Wilbraham said. “The research 
out there is phenomenal.” 

Wurm and her husband Brian, also a co-chair, raise 
their daughter Madasyn and son Korbin. Brian stressed 
that caring for a child with the type of needs demanded 
by Rett is extremely challenging. He commented that get¬ 
ting three or four hours of sleep a night “wears on you,” as 
the day-to-day life of Rett revolves around set schedules. 
Being just a few minutes late for lunch, for instance, can 
lead to outbursts. 

“It’s hard [for couples] not just to juggle their daugh¬ 
ters, but to have a life of their own,” Maggie Wurm said. 

She noted that it can also be challenging for her to see 
the younger children running around the playground and 
communicating like children do. She explained that Ma-

dasyn was diagnosed relatively late and had already start¬ 
ed to talk when the symptoms began. While she may not 
be able to verbalize any longer, she still understands what 
others say. 

Monson resident and gala co-chair Karon Paulhus, ex¬ 
plained it took some time before her daughter Emma was 
diagnosed, as she underwent cancer treatments as a one- 
year-old. The Rett diagnosis didn’t come until Emma was 
five. Emma has good muscles but is unable to walk. 

Currently, there is no cure for Rett, though symptoms 
maybe managed. Because of its similarities to such condi¬ 
tions as cerebral palsy and autism, there is hope that curing 
Rett could open doors for cures for many other ailments. 
Giving families hope is that in 2007, researchers were able 
to reverse Rett in mice. 

The group stressed at the very least that the gala would 
serve as a way of raising awareness to the condition and 
what families go through. Tickets for the event cost $60.

Is the state finally 
ready to listen? 

W e’ve got a businessman governor focusing 
on the big issues and a lieutenant governor 
from outside of 1-495, a person well versed 
in local politics and municipal government, someone 
who’s been designated as the administration’s ambas¬ 
sador to the cities and towns, promising a new era of 
cooperation and understanding. 

So what’s the difference between the Corner Office 
today and eight years ago? 

Lt. Gov. Timothy Murray, the former Worcester 
mayor, was supposed to be the Deval Patrick admin¬ 
istration’s sympathetic ear for local governments, 
and he made a good start with some of the region’s 
larger cities. But smaller towns like Agawam never 
got the same level of attention. 

As the largest of the state’s so-called Gateway Cit¬ 
ies, in many ways Worcester has more in common 
with the likes of Lowell and Fall River — or even Re¬ 
vere and Quincy — than with most of its neighbors 
in Central and Western Massachusetts. Murray spent 
his entire political career in Worcester, leading the 
City Council and School Committee and presiding 
over a remarkable revitalization of both City Hall and 
the public schools. 

That made Murray a good spokesman and prob¬ 
lem-solver for economically depressed centers like 
Westfield, Springfield and Holyoke, and for urban 
school districts. But it didn’t prepare him to under¬ 
stand the concerns of suburban and rural towns, 
and according to Agawam Mayor Richard Cohen, he 
didn’t make the same sort of outreach that his suc¬ 
cessor, Lt. Gov. Karyn Polito, seems to be doing. 

Polito, unlike Murray, comes from a town similar 
to Agawam: suburban, population under 40,000, good 
schools, friendly neighbors, middle-class concerns. 
And if local leaders like Cohen and School Superin¬ 
tendent William Sapelli can be believed, she made a 
favorable first impression with a wide-ranging, open 
discussion in Agawam late last month. 

It will take more than the right resume and good 
intentions, though. It will even take more than hold¬ 
ing meetings and filling a notebook with requests 
and observations. Delivering a responsive state gov¬ 
ernment to Agawam and towns like it will require 
making tough decisions at budget time, maintaining 
a sense of fairness to the needs of distant towns when 
the needs of the state government are close at hand 
to the Statehouse. 

Here’s where the Baker administration appears to 
have a natural advantage over its predecessor: In a 
political landscape dominated by Democrats, a Re¬ 
publican governor should have an easier time saying 
“no” to state legislators, lobbyists and special inter¬ 
ests connected with the state bureaucracy. It bears 
noting that the last Republican governor, Mitt Rom¬ 
ney, gave less attention to small towns than Patrick. 

It’s encouraging to see a lieutenant governor actu¬ 
ally listening to small and mid-sized towns’ concerns, 
and the administration’s early budget decisions — 
which so far have seen steady or increased local aid 
payments — also bode well. Let’s hope that as they 
settle in to their offices in Boston, and as state gov¬ 
ernment interest groups adjust to lobbying a Repub¬ 
lican administration, Baker and Polito can hold on to 
their focus and build on this start.

You were the epitome of motherhood. 
Having your first child in 1924 and 10th 
in 1945, you were as excited with each as 
if it were your first. Your wedding picture 
shows a slight young lady at approximate¬ 
ly 105 pounds. I can only remember you as 
the perfect Mrs. Santa Claus, short, round, 
perfectly coiffured white hair, blue eyes, 
and flawless complexion. 

Daddy sat at the head of the table, al¬ 
ways in a three-piece suit, even at break¬ 
fast. You were adorned with your ever- 
starched housedress and your Mother 
Hubbard-style apron. Never forgetting 
your earrings, as you felt undressed with¬ 
out them. 

Having made bread dough the night 
before, you would fry the dough that we 
smothered with butter and maple syrup. 
It was a favorite breakfast where the boys 
would have a contest to see who could eat 
the most. Never did I hear you say that you 
wished that you were out in the business 
world. You were happy being a mother. 

Your sister, Beatrice, had no children 
and would ask if she could take one of us. 
There was no way that you could possibly 
give one of us up. Loving each and every 
one of us the same, we would always stay 
under one roof; your roof. 

In your later years, when planning va¬ 
cations without the children, Daddy would 
ask you where you would like to spend 
a week or two. Even though you did visit 
the Caribbean Islands and Canada many 
times, your more enjoyable vacations were 
when you would be visiting one of us that 


had moved out of the area. 

Nothing could have been more painful 
than the day when the doorbell rang and I 
was handed a telegram. I then handed the 
telegram to you. You opened it and read: 
“The Navy Dept, deeply regrets to 
inform you that your son, Omer Paul 
Potvin, Quarter Master Third Class 
USN is missing following action in the 
performance of his duty and of the ser¬ 
vice of his country. The department ap¬ 
preciates your great anxiety, hut details 
not now available and delay in receipt 
thereof must necessarily be expected. 

To prevent possible aid to our enemies 
and to safeguard the lives of other per¬ 
sonnel, please do not divulge the name 
of his ship or discuss publicly the fact 
that he is missing 

Vice Admiral Randall Jacobs 
The Chief of Naval Personnel 
Such a cold and cruel way to be in¬ 
formed of this tragedy. For years we waited 
to hear that his submarine had surfaced 
or perhaps he escaped and swam to an is¬ 
land. That never happened. 

Forty years later, Daddy died on Dec. 
28. It was on Omer’s birthday. You missed 
them both and cried a lot, but were pleased 
that they were together. One year later, on 
your birthday, you left us and joined them 
both.

T he recent 70th anniversary of VE 
Day brought back the memory of a 
picture on my parents’ desk back in 
the early ’50s. One day I asked my mother 
who the man was in the uniform. I learned 
that it was her brother George Desmarais, 
who was killed in Europe in 
World War II. Later, when I was 
older, I realized that my cousin 
Patty Ann had never seen her 
father, my Uncle George. My 
Aunt Doris was pregnant when 
Uncle George left for Europe. 

It’s 70 years later, stories like 
this are still occurring and it 
doesn’t look like it will be stop¬ 
ping soon. 

Some nights we listen to old¬ 
ies on YouTube. It’s easy to get 
hooked for a couple of hours 
and end up past your bedtime. Eddie Hol¬ 
man, born in 1946, who sang with the 
Delfonics and the Stylistics, can still sing, 
“Hey There Lonely Girl” just as well as he 
did many years ago. 

The library display cases now have a pic¬ 
ture of David D’Antonio, who taught shop 
to thousands of Brownies during his career 
here. After four years in the Pacific during 
World War II, Dave got his college degree 
and a teaching position here in town. He 
always had us working on a project and 
the library showcases have some that we 
could never think of throwing away: the 
folding TV tray; the lamp that looked like 
a pump that turned on when you pushed 
down on the handle; the doggie bookends, 
one end was the head and the other end 
was the tail; and how many houses in town 
had the little Scotch terrier out on their 
lawn with the house number? The terrier 
from 60 Monroe St. is in the showcase. 

Dave Mario D’Antonio and Chick Kist- 
ner started the teachers credit union in 
town and Dave was active with the organi¬ 
zation until his retirement in the mid-’80s. 
His daughter Paula is in Hawaii but his son 
David Michael D’Antonio is just down the 
road in Enfield where he works as a facil¬ 
ity manager making equipment for bio¬ 
tech companies. Young David is planning 
to come to see our showcases and we are 
looking forward to meeting him. Shop was 
so much fun that it was the first course I 
chose when I had an elective at AHS. That 
was with Mr. Frank Ball. Upperclassmen 
Pete Lip ski and Charlie Dunlap were in the 



same class. How I wish I could go to more 
classes and make another wooden bowl 
like the one we still have on our kitchen 
counter. 

By the time you read this, our library 
will have a copy of the Agawam directory 
published in 1955 by the Man¬ 
ning Company. If you lived in 
Agawam back then, you may 
want to look up your street and 
see the names of your neighbors. 
Since that was 60 years ago, you 
may have forgotten a few. I had 
forgotten the Hopkins family 
that had lived in the home di¬ 
agonally across the street. The 
Petersons lived at 85 Monroe St. 
and their daughter Judy married 
our next door neighbor Jeffrey 
Atwater. Never found out what 
happened to Barry Peterson. Good project 
for me this year. 

The Manning Directory will have some 
favorite sections for you. It could be the al¬ 
phabetical list of town residents where it 
tells the place of employment of the family 
breadwinner. Maybe it will be the section 
by street name where it lists each house or 
building by address number. For me, the 
favorite section is the ads. Here are some 
of my favorite ads: Harold Light’s Service 
Station in Feeding Hills Center, where 
the Pride station is now. That’s where Ed¬ 
die Neilson ’41 ran into Gen. Creighton 
Abrams. Eddie had served under Abrams’ 
command in Europe but never had seen 
him there. Years later he went for some gas 
and there he was. What a story! 

How about the ad for the Agawam 
Chinchilla Ranch located at 1197 Main St. 
Someday I’ll try to figure out where that 
was. Maybe it’s gone now. It could have 
been where Trinity Terrace comes out, be¬ 
cause the house listed just south of 1197 
is the one where Darcy Davis now lives, 
that being the home of David Robinson ’64 
back in ’55. 

Alfred Gallerani had an ad for his elec¬ 
trical business operated out of his home 
at 361 Suffield St. That home was recently 
sold by his daughters. My dad and I paint¬ 
ed the trim on that home nearly 40 years 
ago. 

Charles Wright had an ad for his exca¬ 
vating business run out of his home at 70 
Meadow St. That may have been Holly’s 
dad. Holly can be seen in Bill Grimaldi’s

video of his house being moved from the 
Route 57 rotary area to where it now sits 
on the south corner of Main and Meadow 
streets. Surely you will be out in front of it 
waiting for the red light to turn green. 

Lou’s Family Shoes was at 369 Walnut 
St. You could buy shoes in Agawam back 
then. Now you can if you go to a tag sale. 
Richards’ Dry Cleaning Service is listed at 
707 Main St., right in between the Agawam 
Luncheonette and Tisdel’s Barber Shop. 
Sandies Agawam Cleaners located there 
has recently closed and for the first time in 
about 70 years there is no longer a cleaners 
there. Back in 1955, George Robinson of 50 
Main St. had that cleaners using the name 
Richards’ Dry Cleaning Service. His home 
was right next to the entry driveway to the 
school on Main Street. Since I attended 
that school for four years, I probably rode 
by his house on the bus about seven hun¬ 
dred times. Many Brownies have done the 
same and who has the record could be dif¬ 
ficult to determine.

Boldyga touts $320K boost for Agawam state aid 


BOSTON — State Rep. Nicholas A. Bold¬ 
yga, R-Southwick, recently said the House 
of Representative’s fiscal 2016 budget has 
positive news for Agawam. 

The House voted to increase Chapter 
70 school aid by almost $100,000, and un¬ 
restricted local aid by almost $120,000, for 
the town of Agawam, all without raising 
taxes or fees. 

Boldyga also said he worked with his 
colleagues across the aisle to secure an 
amendment to the budget that provides 
$100,000 that can be spent on auditorium 


renovations at AHS, AJHS or both. 

“It’s great news that both Republicans 
and Democrats worked together to balance 
the budget without raising taxes or creat¬ 
ing new fees,” Boldyga said. “After speaking 
with our school officials and discussing 
areas in need of improvement and repair, 
I was able to ensure an additional $100,000 
for Agawam public schools in the budget. 
The added funding will allow the schools 
to repair and improve the auditorium and 
stages at both the senior and junior high 
schools. The improvements will better 


the experience for our children and their 
parents while attending classes and pro¬ 
grams.” 

The Senate will now consider the House 
budget proposal. After the two houses 
agree on a budget, it will go to the governor 
for his signature.

played on. I decided as a project, I wanted 
to give back.” 

The previous benches were in poor 
shape, Robie said, and there was no score- 
board. Parents often distracted coaches by 
asking them what the score was, he said. 

The project cost $2,500 in materials, 
with some hardware and labor donated. It 
took 30-40 hours of volunteer work last Au¬ 
gust to complete. 

To build the benches, Robie had to de¬ 
velop a business plan for his project and 
have it approved by a regional board of Boy 
Scout leaders. He worked with the Little 
League and the town Department of Pub¬ 
lic Works. He found the materials and got 
cost estimates. He put together the financ¬ 
ing — including running a few fundraisers, 
such as a benefit dog wash. 

The hardest part of the project, Robie 
said, was “letting things go” and delegat¬ 
ing the work, a requirement for the Eagle 
badge. 

“I like doing things my way,” he admit¬ 
ted. 

Robie, a Feeding Hills resident and hon¬ 
or student at Agawam High School, plans 
to attend Westfield State University in the 
fall, majoring in business management. He 
already has his career planned: A few years 
on Wall Street, then a move to the South¬ 
west to invest in real estate. 

Joe Longo, a 1981 Eagle Scout with 
Troop 82, spoke at the Court of Honor. 

“Unleash your citizenship with a solemn 
dedication,” Longo said. “Be among those 
who dedicate their skills and ideals to the 
common good.” 

Robie joined the Scouts in 2004 as a Ti¬ 
ger Cub with Pack 78 at Granger School. 
As a Boy Scout since 2008, he has earned 
22 merit badges, held all of the youth lead¬ 
ership positions in his troop, and was in¬ 
ducted into the Order of the Arrow, the Boy 
Scouts’ honor society. He also served as a 
patrol leader at the 2013 National Jambo¬ 


ree, has attended national leadership train¬ 
ing events and served as treasurer in the 
Order of the Arrow lodge for Western Mas¬ 
sachusetts. 

In brief remarks at the event, Ro¬ 
bie named Assistant Scoutmaster Mark 
McLaughlin as one of his Scouting men¬ 
tors. Stopping twice as he was overcome 
by emotion, Robie added that his father, 
Richard Robie, an Eagle Scout and troop 
leader himself, was always his best mentor 
and inspiration. 

Richard Robie simply said: “I couldn’t 
ask for a better son.” 

Robie is the latest in a long line of Ea¬ 
gles from Troop 82. Last year saw seven 
boys earn Scouting’s highest honor, Tristan 
Cote, Zachary Duquette, Mason Hollander, 
Paul Hotaling, Ryan Riel, Chris Rumplik 
and Philip Woods. 

“We are so lucky in the community that 
we have an abundance of good people like 
this,” said Agawam Mayor Richard Cohen. 
Turning to Robie, he added: “Remember 
where you got your start, and where people 
care about you.” 

Having so many peers as examples 
helped, Robie said. He worked on several of 
his fellow Scouts’ service projects before it 
was time for him to lead his own. 

He stuck with Scouting throughout his 
teenage years because of the outdoors pro¬ 
grams, the friendships, the push to achieve 
Eagle and other leadership roles, but also 
because of what it brought out in him.

and their local training and be in place be¬ 
fore the casino open. 

The proposed budget overall operations 
budget is $84,252,704. The public schools 
account for approximately 49 percent of 
that budget at $41,030,656. The police bud¬ 
get is proposed at $5,435,941 while the Fire 
Department’s budget is $4,007,175. Public 
works and the library are two other large 
portions of the operations budget. 

The town has three self-sustaining 
departments. The golf course has a pro¬ 
posed budget of $522,423. The Water 
Department’s budget in 2016 is set to be 
$4,470,701, and the wastewater (sewer) 
budget is proposed at $3,422,840. These 
self-sustaining budgets are funded by user 
fees, not taxes. 

Because of significant increases dur¬ 
ing the past year, the School Department 
worked to keep its budget lean for 2016. 
The school increase is 2.31 percent, and all 


but $41,283 of that more than $1 million in¬ 
crease is devoted to salary increases. There 
is also no capital budget being proposed. 

There is additional money in this year’s 
town budget for roads, streetlight im¬ 
provements, and a new vehicle for the Fire 
Department. 

In order to reduce the tax rate, Cohen is 
increasing the reserve fund from $250,000 
to $400,000. 

The Agawam City Council has done 
away with their smaller budget sub-com¬ 
mittees and now hears presentations from 
town department heads as a whole. The 
council will meet with half the department 
heads on Monday night, May 18. The other 
half will be heard at the June 1 meeting. 

The council is tentatively scheduled to 
hold a public hearing for the budget and 
then vote to adopt it at their June 15 meet¬ 
ing.

“He just has to limit how many hours he 
works.” 

Special police officers do not pay into 
the state retirement system and Cohen 
said the town’s Law Department believes 
they are not subject to the same state law 
applying for full-time officers. 

He said he wants to allow special police 
officers to continue working for the town. 

“They are very helpful to have when we 
need people to fill road details in town,” 
said Cohen. “We do have the problem 
sometimes of finding officers for that.” 

Cohen has proposed members of the 
City Council come back with a revised ver¬ 


sion of the legislation. He said he was in 
favor of the special police officers having 
full powers, but was open to compromise 
in order to pass the legislation. He also con¬ 
tends allowing officers to work until age 70 
is legal. 

“You should know that I have consulted 
with our general counsel, our labor coun¬ 
sel, outside legal counsel and our chief of 
police extensively regarding this matter,” 
said Cohen. 

Cohen added that more than 100 other 
communities in Massachusetts allow spe¬ 
cial police to retire later.

Currently, the application for the de¬ 
velopment is with three bodies, the Plan¬ 
ning Board, Conservation Commission, 
and now, the Zoning Board of Appeals. The 
ZBA received an application just recently, 
their secretary Jennifer Bonfiglio said on 
Tuesday. 

“Any application for a drive-through 
window would go through the ZBA for ap¬ 
proval,” said Bonfiglio. 

Though the identities of the prospective 
tenants have not been confirmed, the plans 
envision the eatery as a coffee shop. There 
is already a Dunkin’ Donuts next door in¬ 
side the Pride station. 

Abutters surrounding the area spoke up 
at a couple of recent Conservation Com¬ 
mission meetings, where the project was 
discussed because of wetlands located on 
the property. 

Conservation Commission Chairman 
Henry Kozloski said the commission at its 
last meeting approved the wetland bound¬ 
aries, but is still in the process of develop¬ 
ing an order of conditions for the rest of the 
application. 

DePalma will be responsible for main¬ 
taining a certain distance from the wet¬ 
lands, and to make sure there is proper 
drainage and water run-off going into the 
wetlands. 

“We want to make sure there is enough 


water getting into the wetlands so they are 
preserved,” said Kozloski. “Ralph will also 
have to make sure there are catch basins 
that will filter out oil and other contami¬ 
nants.” 

The Planning Board has also opened up 
hearings on the property, but it must wait 
for conditions from the Conservation Com¬ 
mission before issuing site plan approval. 

A few of the project’s neighbors on 
North Westfield Street showed up to ex¬ 
press concerns at the April 6 Conservation 
Commission meeting, according to meet¬ 
ing minutes. One neighbor complained 
that preparations for work have already 
stripped the property of trees. Another said 
he worried that having a drive-through lane 
within 12 feet of his property would reduce 
his home’s value. 

Kozloski said members of the Conserva¬ 
tion Commission have made two site visits 
to the location in order to view the condi¬ 
tions themselves. 

Other comments came from the town’s 
engineering department, which asked 
about snow storage. Levesque said the snow 
could be moved off-site by the clients. 

The Planning Board continued the 
agenda item to its May 21 meeting. The 
ZBA will be meeting on the drive-throughs 
on May 18.

A gawam High School students in the National Art 
Honors I and Honors II classes recently exhibited 
their creative works at the 12th annual Spring Arts 
Festival at the high school. 

The evening event on April 30 gave these students an op¬ 
portunity show off the art projects they had made through¬ 
out the year. Artwork on display included printmaking, 
acrylic and water color paintings, pencil and charcoal draw¬ 
ings, and mixed media pieces. 

But what drew the most interest were the various por¬ 
traits of military men and women that were drawn or paint¬ 
ed by students. Some portraits were of family members who 
served or who are currently serving in the military. Students 
who did not have a relative in military service honored local 
veterans by painting their portraits. 

Two Feeding Hills veterans — Larry Landry and Kevin 
Szczygiel — attended the arts festival to meet the artist who 
drew their portraits from photos taken when they were on 
active duty. Art teacher Amber Walters, whose father’s por¬ 
trait was among the drawings, said she and her colleague 
Deb Florek initiated the project as another way to honor 
veterans and help make history more relevant to students. 

Gary Janulewicz, a former Marine who served in Viet¬ 
nam and who serves on the Agawam Veterans Council, 
helped get the project started last fall. He visited the honors 
art classes to share his military experiences. 

“When Gary spoke to the classes, it was so quiet you 
could hear a pin drop,” said Walters. 

Florek said the arts festival is a way for students to share 
their work with the public, families, and supporters of the 
arts. Those attending the arts festival could also attend per¬ 
formances by the school’s honor chorus (Tonal Tonacity) 
as well as three other musical groups: the chorale, the Bell- 
Tones, and Turn Up the Brass. 

A $5 admission fee and a bake sale helped to raise money 
for three annual art scholarships awarded at the festival. 
Scholarship winners were Marissa Miller (James Franco 
Award, the top award, named in honor of a former AHS art 
student who died shortly after graduating in 2003), Mia Da¬ 
vidson (Best in Mixed Media Award), and Ana Botnary (Best 
in Drawing and Painting Award). Students were chosen for 
their dedication and support to the honors program, high 
standards in their work, and their love of learning.

AGAWAM - Agawam base¬ 
ball may not be headed for the 
tournament this season, but they 
are working hard to stay in every 
game they play in throughout the 
rest of the season.

AGAWAM - The Agawam boys 
volleyball team has qualified for 
the Western Massachusetts Tour¬ 
nament, but so has the Colts and 
they are coming for Agawam this 
year.

The Brownies, thanks to some 
great play by Jeff Leclerc, would 
actually take the lead in the first 
game of the set. 

With a 17-14 lead, Comp was 
able to make its move, and stayed 
within one or two points for the 
next several plays. 


Finally, Comp came alive and 
tied the score 20-20 when an Aga¬ 
wam block went out of bounds, 
giving the point to Comp. 

From there, Comp scored the 
next five points and scored the 25- 
20 win. Sean Buxton would score 
the final point with an emphatic 
spike to get the win. Vitaly Popo- 
vichenko also had a tip in the final 
sequence to help the Colts to the 
first-game victoyr.

AGAWAM - After going

The Brownies have now quali¬ 
fied for the tournament with five 
games remaining and will now be 
focused on preparing for any time 
that they could see with the West¬ 
ern and Central Massachusetts 
format in place for the second 
straight year. 

South Hadley struck fast in the 
matchup last Friday afternoon at 
Harmon A. Smith Field, scoring 


seven goals and taking a 7-2 lead 
at the end of the first frame. 

Agawam was able to come 
back and outscore the Tigers in 
the second quarter, but the big 
start still gave the Tigers a 10-6 
halftime lead. 

Agawam stayed in control 
after the break, and went on an 
amazing 7-1 run to take the lead 
13-11. 

South Hadley’s defense com¬ 
pletely came undone as Agawam 
continued to push across goals in 
the big period, turning the Tigers’ 
great start against them. 

Agawam would allow a couple 
of fourth quarter goals, but kept 
pace to secure the two-goal win. 

The Brownies were led by five 
goals from Elijah Bard. Chris 
Breault scored three times with

three goals and two assists. John Colwell, 
Matt Lemke, Elijah Tobak, and Zach Cir- 
costa each scored a goal for Agawam.

“The final score against South Hadley 
doesn’t really give you the idea of the roller 
coaster ride that took place on Friday,” said 
coach Joseph Heney.
